Three-Wheelers to pursue aliens? 
Published in the Phoenix Gazette 
was an article stating that U.S. Bor- 
der Patrol officers in the southeast 
corner of CA are now using Three- 
Wheelers to pursue illegal aliens in 
the desert.

Can-Am is not going to get 
involved. After speaking to Jeff Smith 
with Can-Am, Mr. Smith let it be 
known:“Sure we have thought about it 
like so many other manufacturers. We 
have our Ski-Doos even though the 
three-wheelers are hurting us a little in 
sales. As far as producing a  three- 
wheeler goes no. Of course you never 
can tell what will happen." 


The Continental Motosport Club has 
put together a Three-Wheeler racing 
program for the upcoming '82 sea- 
son. They have scheduled two 
events called the Golden State 
Series Warm-Ups, the first being 
held at Carlsbad Raceway on the 
Superbiker course (dirt part only) 
on November 29, and the second 
event on December 20 at Saddle- 
back Park on the TT course. The 
1982 season will kick off with the 
Golden State Series on Sunday, 
January 3. The CMC office felt a 
good workable set of A.T.V. (Three- 
Wheeler) Competition Rules were 
needed to help to get off on the 
right foot. With this in mind, they 
have put together some rules.

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A look inside 
SCORE 


With SCORE International being the leading off road racing sanctioning body it 
should only be fitting to incorporate three-wheeling into their full blown program. 
Sal Fish, the President of SCORE, did just that at the recent Bridgestone/SCORE 
Off Road World Championship August 9, in Riverside, California. 

SCORE annually enger six major championship off road events and co- 


promotes several ot. 


ers. Mickey Thompson founded SCORE back in 1973. 


Thompson, being one of the greatest innovators in the auto racing scene, perceived 
that off road racing would be the next major form of wide spread spectator appeal. 
SCORE: first off road championship came in August of 1973, at Riverside Inter- 
national Raceway. The rest is history as to the explosion and impact that off road 
racing had on racers and spectators’ appeal. Sal Fish succeeded Thompson as Presi- 
dent of SCORE International in 1974. Fish had executive positions at Petersen 
Publishing Company plus he was the publisher of Hot Rod Magazine. Fish, also a 
racer himself, indulged in several SCORE off road racing events. My main objective 
in this interview is to peek inside SCORE to find out what SCORE has in mind for 
three-wheelers and the future involvement of SCORE off road events. 


Your race at Riverside — how well 
did that come off and what made you 
decide to go with the three wheelers 
at that particular race? 

In all honesty, it was kind of a crazy 
thing to do because, since in the past 
we were trying to put 10 pounds in a 
two pound bag at Riverside. We've got 
so many classes in SCORE as it is and 
with our motorcycle classes we really 
have a full program. 


But towards the beginning of the 
year I was approached by Tom 
Chambers. Tom Chambers  (3- 
Wheeling Magazine) got the idea that 
they wanted to enter a three wheeler 
through their magazine into our 
Parker event and I told him that it 
would probably be pretty tough to do 
because of stringent regulations that 
we have concerning the Parker 400, 
the Bureau of Land Management, en- 
vironmentalists and things of that 
nature. It finally worked out that we 
were able to have a three wheeler 
program, in fact we had two or three 
of them compete in the long Baja 1000 
event. 


I saw at that time that it was not 
only a new avenue — I was seeing 
them in the back of pickups driving all 
over southern California — but the 


guys that were on the three wheelers 
were super competitors, and really 
nice guys. I saw the interest generated 
by Tom in the three wheeler competi- 
tors that were at the Parker event and 
so I said if there is an interest we will 
be more than happy to pursue it with 
SCORE classes. 

Our next race was in Mexicali; we 
had some entries but this was all semi- 
unofficial. 

We really were not publicizing or 
doing a lot of advertising or promoting 
of it because we really didn't know if it 
would fit into our type of racing, be- 
cause of the severity and the complexity 
of off road racing as opposed to stadium 
type racing events. 

Next was the Baja Internacional and 
again we had competitors that Tom 
put together through Honda. They 
were not only competitors but they did 
darn well, they stayed right up with 
some of the classes of automobiles and 
that is hard to do considering it is a 
three wheeler over 400 plus grueling 


off road miles. f 
From there we started talking about 


Riverside Raceway, at that point 
Honda got involved and said they 
would support an endeavor to put up 
some contingency money and some 
purse money and do some publicity 


within Cycle News and other publica- 
ions to generate some interest. 

To my amazement I believe we had 
50 entries which, for the first time out, 
I think is fantastic because we are talk- 
ing about an entry fee that they're not 
used to paying and we are talking 
about a heck of a payback and a lot of 
money from Honda that went to the 
winner. Yamaha jumped in and sup- 
ported with some other manufacturers 
also. 

Riverside was a giant success as far 
as the entries of four wheel vehicles 
and motorcycles plus three wheelers. 


` The spectators were on their feet for 


the entire three wheeler competition. I 
think that we learned something 
though, I think our course was a good 
course for it but I think that we ran 
too many laps. We should maybe 
break them down to six laps next time 
and maybe run them three times 
during the weekend. 

Then the three wheelers in your 
opinion wasa huge success? . 
Definitely. I think they carried their 
own and I am working right now with 
manufacturers and competitors to see 
that we put them into the rule book as 
official classes in SCORE. 

We are in the process of finalizing 
our rules with the different manufactur- 
ers so that we are able to get the best 
set of rules for the three wheel classes. 
We feel three classes are necessary, it 
might take a little time for them to 
grow but we want them to be in the 
tule book. In the Baja 1000, we already 
have six to eight entries which is un- 
believable for that kind of a race. 

I’ve talked to Honda on that also and 
they are very enthused about it. Hon- 
da seems to be making the biggest 
push for the three wheeler market all 
together, I think what that is going 
to do is force Yamaha, Suzuki to 
push their three-wheel efforts and 
even Husky is coming up with a 
three wheeler. Do you see that hap- 
pening? 

Yes. I don’t see how anyone that is in 
the business, whether they 
manufacture an original product or 
they are manufacturing an 
aftermarket product, can stay away 
from it now. Once it has been intro- 
duced the way it has through SCORE 
and once Honda has put its support 
behind it, it would be foolish for any 
manufacturer to not to jump into the 
arena. That is where it is really hap- 
pening. 

For your '82 season, are you incor- 
porating three wheelers into all your 
SCORE events? 

That’s correct. In fact, not only are we 
going to incorporate them within our 
existing events which start off at Parker 
in February and then Mexicali in 
March, Baja in June and then Riverside 
in August and then a race at Barstow, 
then the Baja 1000, but I am working 
diligently with the manufacturers and 
aftermarket manufacturers to see 
about putting on a couple of desert 
races that would be exclusive for three 
wheelers. That would be a loop type 
race, a little more challenging than 
what they have been doing on the 
short course. Maybe a loop that would 
consist of anywhere from 30 to 60 
miles and with the idea of maybe put- 
ting it on exclusively at night and mak- 
ing them use lights and really make it 
into something. 


Have you approached any of the rid- 
ers as far as what they are thinking? 
Yes I have and we've gotten a great 
response from them. They are all very 
enthusiastic about the fact that 
SCORE has gotten involved and they 
are enthusiastic about the fact that 
they can run one of the long course 
races or the short course events. I think 
the unique situation about SCORE's 
involvement is, let's face it, Baja is a 
mysterious name for them. I think that 
anybody that is associated with some- 





thing that could go off road has always 
dreamed or wants to compete in Baja 
so this is giving them an opporutnity to 
do such a thing. 

How do you think the three wheeler 
market, the Odyssey market, can 
further expand itself? 

Lance, I am not that familiar with the 
Odyssey part of it although a couple 
years back it was ahead of its time. 

A gentleman in Vancouver, Canada, 
approached the possibility of putting 
on Odyssey races with SCORE and at 
that time I thought it would be im- 
possible to do because of the chassis 
situation and our type of competition 
being a four wheel type deal, but I feel 
very strongly about the market place 
for the three wheelers. I think there is 
an unlimited potential there because 
of the expense or the lack of expense 
investment, plus everyone in the 
family can have fun on it. 

It's not like a full blown race car 
unles you want it to be, but it is 
something that you could easily 
transport around anywhere you want 
to go and be as competitive with it as 
you want to or be as fun and kick back 
as you want to. 

I think all of us in the industry have 
a responsibility to express this avenue 
or this idea out to tbe public. The 
three wheelers I've seen and looking at 
what these people that have competed 
in our events in Baja have done, let me 
tell you, they don't have to take a 
second seat to anybody. They are full 
racers. When they finish one of our 
races or even get to a couple of the 
check points they have definitely 
competed in a very grueling event and 
it shows that the vehicle is not some 
little toy. It is a full blown, very well 
engineered, very safe, very durable 
piece of equipment. 

Some people when you say three 
wheelers they immediately shy away 
and they go "oh yeah one of those 
things that nine year olds play with." 
Well that is not the case and I think 
that the more that these vehicles are 
exposed in a sport like ours, like 
SCORE's I think you're going to see a 
lot of the people that are competing in 
Class One or Class Two using these 
things as support vehicles. For them such 
as pit things and this nature the next 
thing you know they are going to find 
out that, wait a minute, maybe we 
should be getting involved a little more 
as far as the competition end. 

What do you think of putting on or 
incorporating three wheels into 
stadium races as far as half time en- 
tertainment to get the crowd pumped 
and then go for a full blown race 
program the following day which 
CRC puts on and GNC or whoever. 

I think that it will only take one time 
and they way you put it as an inter- 
mission or whatever to get the crowd 
excited. You and I know that at the 
stadiums, at least every one that I've 
gone to, maybe the crowd is pretty 
excited to begin with, but it would be a 
good way to introduce them and I 
don't think it would take more than 
one time. Then the three wheelers 
would have to be included in the main 
attraction of the event. I don't think it 
will satisfy the audience or the com- 
petitors to just to be a side show. 


I feel that not only will it help gener- 
ate the sport of three-wheeling and 
the racing competition, but I can see 
that once people start getting involved 
in that and then looking toward your 
avenue as off road just wide open 
stuff I think it is going to go hand in 
hand. 
Both of them complement each other 
from the standpoint of our racing 
being so grueling and a lot of 
preparation it takes to compete in our 
events as opposed to a stadium race. 

I feel like we pioneered the explosion 
in the three wheeler market because it 
has been around but it hasn't been 











associated with an organization that 
gets the publicity and the professional- 
ism of SCORE, so I feel happy that we 
were here. 

Since we only put on one short 
course event, we have to look at the 
other extreme of the three wheeler that 
is going to compete in a long course 
event — the grueling Bajas and the Park- 
ers and things of that nature— but 
I do feel they will go hand in hand. 
The recognition that the stadium 
events will bring will clean out certain 
riders that will want to race in teams; 
in other words, the teams themselves 
will have to race in our race because 
that's where the proven ability of the 
machines. 


I definitely agree with you there. 
The programs that are starting to 
come about I still think something is 
missing, say, maybe a sanctioning 
body for three wheelers and Odyssey. 
I don't think it will take long before 
someone decides that he or she wants 
to do that, but right now SCORE is 
looking to a sanctioning body and we 
have pursued the rules to the best of 
our ability, the input that we have re- 
ceived from competitors and manu- 
facturers we hope that SCORE will be 
a part in being the leading sanctioning 
body for this type of promotions. 

We have great interest and the possi- 
bility in '82 of putting on a race at 
Sears Point which is in northern Cali- 
fornia and it is a stadium type race. 
We have two events scheduled for 
Canada, which is in the Montreal area, 
plus we have been looking at other 
sites throughout the U.S. We put our 
bid in, and we would love to be that 
organization that also not only gets into 
the two wheel but the four wheel vehi- 
cles and also the three wheelers. It 
makes the perfect package. 


What do you think about the new 
release about AMA getting involved 
and sanctioning three wheelers? 

I think AMA has done an excellent job’ 
throughout the years. I haven't been 
‘that close to that organization because. 
there is a. difference between SCORE 
and AMA, but they do have the credit- 
ability and. the professional organi- 
zation behind them. If they think it is 
more to their advantage, and they can 
control it and do the best for the sport, 
then I welcome them into the arena. 
We can't be selfish in our situation; we 
want to do what is best for the sport 
which in turn gets more publicity 
which in turn gets more 
manufacturers involved and opens up 
many more new businessess for people 
that are going to be producing after- 
market products for these three 
wheelers, — let's face it; a whole 
industry will grow out of it. It's just 
been kind of laying in the weeds just 
waiting for someone like Cycle News 
and your new publication ATV News 
to jump in and take it out of there. 

It's like a snowball, you know — you 
roll it down the hill to get it going 
and as it goes it gets larger and larger 
and larger. How large do you see this 
sport becoming? 

I really see it unlimited, to be honest. I 
think the key factor here is the organi- 
ations. We get riders from Europe, 
national television, we have sponsors 
from all over the United States and 
Europe that get involved, the 
recognition that is generated not only 
in the enthusiasm and magazines but 
in different types of media such as 
radio, television and daily newspapers, 
that have nothing to do with our 
sport. 

They have to report on it because it 
is newsworthy. And that is the key. If 
you keep it within its own confines and 
its own hard core group, there will be a 
lot of exposure, but you are going to 
be talking to the same people all the 
time and in order for the sport to grow, in 
order to get out to the masses, it has to 
bridge that gap. e

Though it was a spectacular endo, 
none of the riders were hurt.

Saturday morning riders started to arrive, some 
coming from British Columbia, Canada, Idaho 
and Oregon. No vehicles were allowed to ride 

the track prior to the event but many partici- 


pants walked it. The course 
started inside a fairground on a 
150 foot wide start area which 
funneled down to a 40 foot wide 
turn one, then over a six foot high 
jump and funneled down to a 20 foot 
wide one-quarter mile scrambles 
track.

Sunday morning the sun was out 
and over 100 participants stood in the 


short track infield listening to the 
rider's meeting, while late arrivals 
were still signing in. Now if you live in 
a place like Los Angeles County these 
numbers may sound thin, but keep in 
mind Washington was still “rockin’ 
around the clock” when the Beatles 
launched the Yellow Submarine. 

The race started at 10 a.m., one 
hour and one lap later it ended. First 
into turn one was Jerry Turner on a 
440 Kawasaki powered Challenger 
unit. Unfortunately Turner would be 
one of eight not to finish the race, as 
usual a two-bit bolt brought the 
magna-buck machine to a stop. Seven 
minutes and 40 seconds later Mike 
Hawkings in a well set-up stock class 
Odyssey crossed the finish line on his 
first lap. Several drivers were bringing 
the race to Hawkings. Charging hard 
in second place was the home built 
IRS unit of Cory Carmichael dicing it 
out with Chris Dickson's super 
modified. Ultimately the race ended

Three-wheelers and Odysseys! The machines 
that most motocross racers, Pro and sportsmen

At the start of the race, Michael

McCleary masters 
ASRA sand drags

The first "All Comers" Bracket race of the 
American Sand Racing Association season was 
a last minute scheduled race, and was billed as 
a tune-up race for the "Super Nationals." A 


very relaxed racing atmosphere 
prevailed over the two day event, 
as over 80 Bracket cars qualified 
and ran eliminations each day 
of the Bracket only points event. 

It was a "Grass roots Bracket racers 
race" and from that stand point alone, 
it was very successful; one of the best of 
the season. The points standings took 
a beating with several drivers moving 
up, some down, virtually putting a 
greater emphasis than before on the 
outcome of the "Super Nationals." 

Overall points leader John Tamu- 
lonis of Banning, CA, after putting a 
brand new paint job on the “Raga- 
muffin Too," also put the jinx on his 
winning streak. Tamulonis lost both 
days, changing his comfortable overall 
points lead significantly. John is now 
combing the paint stores of Banning 
trying to find someone who sells 
"faded purple". 


Don McCleary of Hemet, CA, had 
the most productive race day of all the 
drivers, as he won his Bracket 7, 
Group B, both days, moving from the 
third spot to the number one position 
in Group B, and only 78 points behind 
Tamulonis and the overall lead. 

Last year's overall Bracket Points 
Champion, Keith Longerot of Buena 
Park, CA, is in a real battle with John 
Weaver for the lead in Bracket Group 
A. Longrot normally runs in Bracket 2 
with his supercharged VW-powered 
"No Doz" dragster, and Weaver runs a 
big block Chevy-powered buggy in 
bracket 4. A very unique match up. 
However, Longerot actually detuned 
"No Doz" to qualify lower to get in 
Bracket 4, just to run Weaver in an 
attempt to unseat him, meaning more 
round points.Should the plan work 
out, Weaver would in turn, lose round 
points and a win to Longerot. On 
Saturday it did work, as Longerot

managed to qualify in Weaver's class 
and did win. But, on Sunday it was a 
different story. Weaver in turn 
detuned his buggy and went down a 
class, playing the same game as 
Longerot. Three rounds of points were 
available this time, but Longerot went 
out in the first round and Weaver went 
on to win Bracket 5, same group, and 
actually gained more points, and still 
remains on top of the heap in the 
Group A overall points standings. It 
was a strategy game for certain, and 
was interesting, especially for drivers 
trying to find the range to actually go 
slower...to win a race. It can only 
happen in Bracket racing and you 
have to be there to see what was going 
on! 


More an more of the popular three- 
wheelers were present during the 
"Super-Tuner'" as that trend continues 
to grow and has become the newest 
type racing machines to enter the sand 
drag competition. David Cox of Long 
Beach, CA, is possibly one of the first 
three-wheeler pilots in ASRA sand 
drags. Cox brought out his completely 
modified three-wheeler when ASRA 
began racing at the Ontario Motor 
Speedway, and he's still using the same 
one and winning with it. Cox won both 
days, once in Bracket 13 on Saturday 
and Bracket 12 on Sunday during the 
"Super-Tuner." 


Because of this new trend of three- 
wheelers in sand drag competition, 
and National widespread general 
interest, next year ASRA will include 
three new classes for three-wheelers: 
(1) An Unlimited class, (2) super 
Modified (3) A Modified class. Class

Mills sweeps $$ 
at Southways 
Race Park

Jessie Mills, riding a hot 185 
modified Honda, cleaned up 
first place money, trophies and 
two Southways Race Park T-shirts 
after scoring first overall in both the 
125cc Modified and 220cc Open 
classes Saturday night. 

In the first heat of the 220cc-Open 
class, Kevin Savant on a hopped up 
250cc Honda claimed the holeshot. 
Savant was followed by Ronald Fossett 
on a prototype 500 Honda, then Mills.

by Savant. With Mills and Savant 1-2, - 


respectively, they created a nerve- 
racking race through the turns and 
down the straights. In the fifth lap, 
Savant, being another fine rider and 
having some extra power, passed Mills 
for the lead. Mills pushed himself and 
his machine to the max, following 
Savant closely in second to the 
checkered.  Fossett finished third 
followed by Claude Pumilia on a 
Yamaha. 

The final heat brought the 220cc- 
Open class to the gate with much 
excitement. As the gate dropped, 


Fossett once again claimed the hole- 
shot, Mills in second. Savant, the 
leader up until this point, had 


, problems on the gate and could not 


start the race. Fossett and Mills stayed 
side by side around the turns as Fossett 
pulled Mills in the straight-aways. 
But, in the sixth lap, Mills managed a 
perfect move into the lead, with 
Fossett not letting up. Mills held the 
lead for one more lap until Fossett 
took it back. On the white flag lap 
both riders remained so tight it still 
could have been either one's race. At 
this point, something flew from one of 
the machines — Fossett's seat — but, 
he still held Mills off for that one last 
lap to the checkered.

CRC ‘‘Bandido’’ 
Grand Prix

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, SEPT. 13 


The first Grand Prix to be held at the new 
Arroyo Cycle Park went off smoothly. The two 
motocross tracks were linked and some short 
pieces of hill trails were added. An extensive 


water system has been added 
but could not reach a few of the 
more remote portions of the 
track. Consequently, the riders 
had the challenge of a variety of 
conditions from water holes to gumbo 
mud to excellent traction to blinding 
dust. 


Michael Chester jumped off the first 
row to put his ATC 250R well into an 
early lead. John Andre and George 
Neary fell into an immediate and fiery 
battle for second. David Nealy began 
to work his way forward, passing 
Andre and Neary during lap two and 
moving into first on lap three when the 
front-running Chester experienced 
some problems on the back course. 
Andre grimly held onto second but 
Tracey Dickson jammed the only 
Yamaha into third. 


I missed the number of the early 
leader of the Odysseys because of 
muddy number plates but it’s pro- 
bably ok with him. He was piloting a 
very special machine which bore little 
resemblance to an odyssey expept that 
it had four wheels. It also had a 
humongous engine (a Maico, I'm 
told) which developed the most severe 
case of indigestion I’ve ever seen in 
things mechanical. Amazingly, it 
would start and run, sort of, but 
resolutely refused to clean out. After 
ten minutes of wheezeing and barfing 
(by the engine), the driver was forced 
to concede. 


Mike Lekich moved into his 
accustomed lead Odyssey position and 
remained there throughout the race. 
On that same lap, Steve Huger took up 
second but was not able to fight 
through traffic on what was a tight 
course for the three and four-wheelers. 
Huger had to settle for second but got 
a first in class. 

Chester's problems kept forcing him 
further and further back. Finally on 
lap six, he left the track for a 
prolonged pit stop, which included a 
liberal dousing with water to combat 
the heat. He eventually rejoined the 
race but was never able to make up the 
lost time. 

After the race, one of the Odyssey 
pilots complained that the course was 
too rough for Odysseys and ATVs. He 
refused to believe me when I told him 
that three years ago, CRC held desert 
races averaging 25 miles in length over 
some of Californias more exotic 
terrain, and that those races often 
included ATVs and Odysseys. 
Although I covered many of those 
races, I only rode the courses on a 
bike. Perhaps some of you who raced 
those events could write in and tell the 
newer riders what that kind of racings 
involved! ATV

Dol want to 
do what? 

In a what? 
Race where?

Sitting at my desk contemplating 
the thought of what was going to 
go in the next issue of ATV News, 
I got this call from Keith Reese 
of American Honda. "Hey, Lance, have 
you ever driven an Odyssey?" 

"No, why?" 

"I thought maybe you and Skip John- 
son would like to meet rne at Corona 
Thursday night and race." 

“To be real honest with you, Keith, 
I've never even sat in one, let alone race 
one." 


“That’s okay; it's easy, plus everyone 


has a lot of fun." 

"Okay, sure, it sounds neat." After 
hanging the phone up, I wondered just 
what I'd gotten myself into, let alone 
volunteered Skip for. 

Thursday afternoon Keith called to 
make sure everything was set. Due to a 
whole lot of work, Skip had to bow 
out, and that left only me to go out 
and make an ass out of myself. 

When I arrived at Corona Keith was 
getting the last of the three Odysseys 
he brought out teched. One for my- 
self, one for him and one for John 
Spary, who is an employee at American 
Honda. John, like myself, had never 
raced either which made me feel a 
little more comfortable about the situa- 
tion. I was very impressed by the way 
Corona handles tech inspections. They 
do a heck of a job. 

By the time all of that was finished 
and a little BSing around, we had 
missed our oval practice which Keith 
said was okay. All you do is go out 
there and go round and round — no 
big deal. Well, that may be great for 
him, but I had still not been in one of 


these things The gas is on the right ` 


just pull the lever with two fingers on 
your right hand. The brake is on the 
left, go into the corners deep, brake 
quick and get out of it. Okay, I think 
I've got that. Now what? Welcome to 
racing — get out there! Okay. 

After leaving the pits still unsure of 
what I was doing, I grabbed two fingers 
full of the Honda 250cc motor. Down 
the front chute I immediately fell in 
love, but then again I was only going 
straight. Into turn one I grabbed two 
fingers full of brake. I learned some- 
thing else in turn one — you don't 
grab the brake too hard on an Odyssey, 
they grab hard. Now this is fun, it is 
really neat. 

The first four laps of the off-road 
course I just kind of familiarized myself 
with the Odyssey, getting the gas on, 
brake for the corners quick, getting 
out and trying to get everything dialed 
in as to what I was doing. Settle 
down, don't get excited yet! (I talk to 
myself a lot.) After about seven laps of 
practice I was ready to come in, but I 
could see from the flagger who wasn't 
flagging us in I still had a couple more 
laps left. I think we went about a total 
of 10 to 12 practice laps. After I came 
in, I was in awe and disbelief that 
something like this could be so much 
fun and I've never done it before. 
Something else hit mel I was very tired 
and ready to go home. I told Keith 
thank you very much and I would see 
him later. Wait!, he notified me that I 
still hadn't raced yet and that I had a 


total of four motos to run. 
The oval was the first race of the 


night for us. It didn't have really a 
whole lot to it except running around 
on a quarter mile, but it was that 
quarter mile that had to be one of the 
highlights of the evening. There's 





something about getting in a car 
whether it be 80 miles an hour or 45 
miles an hour and getting into a turn 
and pitching it sideways. As I sat on 
the line waiting for the green fla; in 
drop I could hear my heart poundi 
with excitement, my blood cred 
through my body with anticipation of 
the green flag dropping. As soon as I 
saw the movement in his hand, I was 
offl Not exactly having a whole lot of 
weight on my body frame, I felt was a 
great advantage. Into turn one I felt 
like I was in a sprint car race with 
everybody dicing for the lead, Odysseys 
going in every direction. It was neat. 
The most exciting parts have got to be 
at the end of each straightaway when 
you back the rear end in and keep your 
fingers in it. That lasted about six 
laps. After the race we had about a 20 
minute wait before our off-road race. 
The off-road race is a completely dif- 
ferent animal. From the Corona 
stands looking down on the track, you 
would swear it was a Disneyland ride. 
Everything looked so easy and smooth, 
but once you got out there on your own 
three-wheel or Odyssey by yourself, it 
was a whole different ball game. That 
sucker was rough. Corona has absolutely 
built one heck of an off-road track in- 
side the Corona Raceway. 

As we got the green flag and headed 
for turn one you can't help but keep 
your fingers all the way in it. By the 
time six laps was finished my body had 
been thrown in every possible direction 
it could move, but then again, you're 
strápped in so you just hang on. It was 
neat. 

I've raced motocross, I've even raced 
go-karts but to race something like this 
was completely different. What is 
really neat about the Odysseys is 
number one, you are strapped in, you 
have a roll cage, arm restraints which in 
case you do turn over your arms don't 
naturally extend themselves and try to 
save yourself resulting probably in a 
broken arm. But the safety is all there. 

The 250cc motor has plenty of get 
up and go for the beginner rider, for 
the guy or girl who just wants to go out 
and play around and have a good time 
and that is exactly what we were doing 
tonight. We went out to have a good 
time and just play. In fact, in our first 
moto of off-road I was in back of Keith 
Reese and I: saw him do one of those 
slow motion roll overs. As soon as he 
got back on four wheels he had his 
finger in it and he took off — nothing 
hurt, no damage, nothing; he was just 
out there having a good time. I was 
laughing so hard I damn near crashed. 

The second moto I seemed to get 
braver and braver, not only on the off- 
road but the oval too, taking a little 
more of a chance on every turn. And 
hey, that's what it is all about — you 
get out there and just do the best you 
can wide open. 

I found that Odyssey racing was a 
perfect outlet for anyone who wants to 
go out and have fun with the family. It 
gives you a sense of not only excitement 
but competition and that is what 
makes the world go 'round. Corona 
has a fantastic three-wheel and 
Odyssey program and if it was not for 
Keith Reese of American Honda and 
Ron Crandall, the promoter of 
Corona, I don’t think the sport would 
be as far advanced as it is. 

Looking around the pits there were 
all types of Odysseys from the box 
stock to the wide open unlimited go 
fast models. Just hang on, put your 
foot or fingers in it and go! As I was 
parting from Corona I could not help 
think what a good time it had been 
from the start to the end. I would like 
to thank Keith Reese of American 
Honda for allowing me this opportunity 
to experience the world of Odyssey 
racing. What about the results? 
Second place oval, third off-road, I 
was so excited I could have raced all 
night. ATV
